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Detailed Action 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-3,5,19,22,23,25,27,29,30,33 and 35 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Mori. 

Regarding claims 1-3,5,19,22,23,25,27,29,30,33 and 35 Mori discloses (fig. 5) an 
apparatus for switching (decoder switch, 23) between a plurality of bit stream decoders 
(24), each decoder adapted to decode a formatted bit stream having a unique format, 
the apparatus comprising: at least one format detector (header information analyzer, 
22), the format detector gathering information from the bit stream, the information being 
used to generate an output indication of a particular decoder among the plurality of 
decoders. As can be seen in figure 5, header information (22) is used to select the 
decoder to be used. The logic used to identify the particular decoder to be used is 
contained within the Header Information Analyzer (22) portion of the circuit. 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mori. 
Regarding claim 18 Mori discloses (fig. 5) a system for selecting decoders for bit 
stream data based on header information. It is noted that Mori discloses a continuous 
selection process and does not specifically disclose "periodically" selecting the 
decoders. 

However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made that the system could have been modified to periodically select the 
optimum decoder needed. This modification would enable the circuit to consume less 
power, which is an obvious desirable result. 

5. Claims 4,6-17,20,21,24,26,28,31,32,34 and 36-41 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Rabipour et al disclose (fig. 2) a decoder selection circuit with 
switching and control blocks.
